Sa.v I-'rancisco, April 20, — ^Tho Sac- 
ramento Savings Bank has defcorihined 
to withdraw from business; bank i>ros- 
perous and will pay depositors every 
dollar duo with six per cent, dividend 
and extra dividend oi ik cents, on re 
serve fund. Tho sole cause of with- 
drawal is the conviction of manage 
ment that the new constitution and 
revenue liiw will nearly ruin business 
by imposing double taxation. It is to 
be succeeded by a bank under general 
law and under the same munafriment 
which will act as agent of tho Jeposit- 
or.s and guarantee security in which 
form mortgages will be assessed on cus- 
tomers only.

The present .storm is widespread and 
fears are outertaiiicd of a scriou.-i over 
flow of tho ui)jicr country. Napa 
Creek is very liigli already and has 
flooded part of Napa city.

An ISloctrie Lamp Suitable for Sousc- 
za2liti:isr Farposes-"Vaatl7 £sttor 
than Qas and, Ooatinar Only Ono- 



Nkw York, March IG. — Professor 
W. E. Sawyer to-night gave tho first 
public exhibition of his new electric 
lamp, invented especially for domestic 
illumination. To show tho practical 
workings of the Sawyer system, tho 
parlor floor of the residence No. 226 
West Fifty-fourth street was lighted 
by seven of the, lamps distributed as 
gas-jets usually are. 

Professor Sawyer said in explana- 
tion that the lamps are operated upon 
one electrical circuit supplied by a sin- 
gle generator transferring fourteen 
horso-ppwor. - Tho photoinetric ^tests 
are mad^i'iVith a Sugg photometi3r,'^s«oh 
as is iised by the gas companies for the 
same purpose. 

Each light was registered as equal 
to twenty-seven live standard candles, 
or a littlo more than twice the value 
of a five-foot gas burner, which usually 
registers from ten to twelve candles. 

Tho lamp, based upon the inoande- 
scence of a poncil of carbon immersed 
in nitrogen gas, is not difl'creut in 
principle from the old Sawyor-iMaun 
lamp. 

Tho poncil is ,cpntaincd-s.withim 
globe two inches in diaAetcr" and ''ten 
inches high, sealed at tho bottom by 
moans of a cement, which, while adher- 
ing perfectl}- to the ghLss and metal, is 
BuflicieuM}' elastic to compensate for 
the unequal expansion of the two, and 
softens only at a toniporaturo of iiOO 
degrees Fahrenheit. This oement is a 
compound long .sought for unsucooss- 
fuUy. 

The globes are charged by the Stlll- 
raan process, which i.s so .simple and 
rapid that fifty lamps can be prepared 
per hour, at a cost of about thirty 
cents, and in suchwiso that, according 
to Stillman's calculation, the amount 
of atmospheric air remaining is only 
one .soptillionth of the normal quantity. 

Tho total cost of recharging a lamp 
with nitrogen is two and threo-fiifths 
cents, against seventy-four by the pro- 
ces.'i usually employed. The carbon 
pencil, seveniin^^s long and one and 
11 quarter inches in diameter, is fed 
upward as fast as disiiitetrration takes 
place at the point of contact by means 
of a regulator, which will be substitut- 
ed before long by an automatic feeder. 

3[r. Sawyer said one of these points 
used five hours a day, will last ninety 
days at the minimum, and two years 
at the maximum, according to his ex- 
periments. Tho pencil's cost is a trifle 
less than two cents, and the cost of re- 
placing and recharging with nitrogen 
is nine and throe-fifths cents. 

In practical use, Sir. Sawyer esti- 
mates tho cost of replacing an .injured 
or broken burner ftt^liffe^en'CBiitp. The 
globe, not unlike that of tho ordinary 
kerosene lamp in general appearance, 
is imbedded a nickle-plated base, which 
may be highly ornamonted. 

Tho cost of the - lamp is le.ss than 
§L25. 

The'new system comprises also a 
modification of the generator of elec- 
tricity, adapting it to the principle of 
incandescence ; a now distributing sys- 
tem ; a regulator whereby onl}' so 
much current is suj^pliod as is called 
for, and thus power is not consumed 
when not needed ; and a new meter, 
claimed to bo far in advance of any 
yet peifected. It is placed in the col- 
lar and regulated by automatic means. 
Tho light is readily lov;ered to a glim- 
mer by dimply turning a button. 

Prof. Sawyer estimates the co.st, 
compared with gas at $2 per 1,000 
feet, in the proportion of two to ten. 
■Ihe'light is a trifle stronger than gas, 
but steady, soft, and pleasant, and 
ery much like gas, instead of having 
the glnry white light of tho Sawyer- 
Mann lamp. 

A company has been formed called 
the Tlastern Electric Manufacturing 
Company, and large numbers of tho 
lamps are being manufactured. Active 
measures will be taken to ; introduce 
the new light, which certainly makes a, 
promising appearance.

C'ouii. Smith would leave tho matter in 
the hands of the tiro w'ardens. Ho had 
seen tho secrotaiy of the company .and it 
was necessary that the house .should bo 
nearer the central portion pf tlio City so 
as to give the firemen' a fttlr.-.Tihaiice in 
competing for the fir,?t water wlien a firo 
occurred.

Coun. Smith was not aw:uo that ;l re- 
port was rotpiired from tlio coniniittee. 

Coun. Sluikeopeare would oppose a fur- 
ther loan. He would give hia reasons 
hereafter. If his constituents favored it 
ho would then govern himself according- 
ly- 

Coun. McLean would defer tho ques- 
tion for a fortnight in order to givo Ctuin. 
Shakespeare an opportunity to prepare 
his apeeeh. 

Coun. Shakespeare did not want time 
to prepare his speech and whon tho pro- 
per timo did arrive ho would then e?- 
preas his views on this important ques- 
tion. 

Coun. I\IcLoaii moved that tho iinanco 
committoo report on a scheme for a loan. 
Carried. 

Coun. Smith said that Mr, R. Cridgo 
liad prepared a water map and that at 
next meeting he would move that all 
dwellings and tenements should pay not 
less than one dollar per montii. 

Coun. Boyd, in accordance with his 
notico of motion, then moved that the 
street lamps ho not lighted during the 
summer months on the score of economy. 

Coun. McLean would vote against'' the 
motion. Ho know it was contrarj' to tho 
■wishes of tho ratepayers, 

Coun, Shakespeare would support tho 
motion as tho citizens derived little or no 
benefit from tlio lamps in aummor as tho 
darkness did not List long. He would 
cordially support tho motion. 

Coun. Rome said that tho safoty of 
property should ho conaidorod in dealing 
with this matter as well as the accommo- 
dation and comfort of citizens.' Evoiybody 
could not get homo by 9 or 10 o'clock, 
and besides darkness w.ia favor.able to 
burglaiies and other crimes. 

Coun. Jlanaell did not know of any

This beautiful sjiodjlien of marine ar- 
chitecturo: — tlioliirSt'Q'iEShor class that has 
visited these waters — arrived from San 
Francisco yo.-itorday morning, causing no 
small interest as sho steamed into tho 
harbor and cast anchor ojiposito tho cus- 
tomliouso, j\Ir.s. firaasy'a interest ing book 
of the "Cruise of the Sunbeam around 
the World" with which almost everybody 
is acquainted, put our citizens on the </«i 
n'rt" with regard to tho visitor, as the 
two vessels aro vory similar in size, 
power and eciuipmont, .Sir Thomas Hea- 
kotli, tho owner of the Lancashire Witch, 
is of a vory ancient family in Lancaahiro 
where hia ancestors settled in the timo of 
tho first Plantaganot King of, England 
moro than 700 yeara ago. Debrott's 
Peerage s.ays that ' 'a Robert Heskoth was 
knighted by Honrv VIII, , and another 
by Elizabeth." The first b;ironet'a wife 
was the well-known correspondent of the 
[lOft Cov,per--lu'r couaiii. The full name 
of the present holder of the family title is 
Sir Thoinan Goorgo Fennor Ferinor- 
Hesketh, Bart. Our marine reporter was 
received on board the steamer yester- 
day with the greatest possiljlo courtesy 
by Sir Thomas to whom we aro indebted 
for the followiiiij; information respecting 
the vessel and iior trip. Sho is about 
500 tons burthon with engines of 70 horse 
power nominal, schooner riggod with 
threo masts and capable of spreading a 
very largo amount of canvius. Boing a 
swift sailor her auxiliary steam power is 
only called in requisition occ.asioiually. 
Sho cauio up from San F'rancisco, how- 
ever, under aterun and will uso that power 
chiolly while on this coast. We could 
hardly do justice to tho beauty, comfort 
and luxuriousncas of tho interior arrange- 
uionts and fitting up. Sufhciont to say 
that all that modern scienco, great wealth 
and exquisite taste could accomplish has 
been done in tho equipment of this first- 
class pleasure yacht. Her officers and 
crew number about thirty men. Tho Lan- 
ciishii'o Witch loaves this morning for a 
trip north as far as Alaska. On her re- 
turn, which will bo in about two months, 
her st.ay will be more prolonged. Tho 
cruise round tho world h.as already ex- 
tended to about a year and a half, and af- 
ter visiting tiio Eraser she will .ngain call 
at San Francisco and then touch at a few 
South American ports or i-oii(c to Eng- 
land via Capo Horn. India, Australia, 
China and Japan wore visited by way of 
the Suez Otinal.* 



Arri'Tal of th,o Steamship Yiotoria. 

Tho steamship Victoria, Capt. Hay- 
ward, whose arrival in tho outer harbor 
on Tuesday night wo noted in yesterday's 
issue, w.as safely and skilfully brought 
alongside Welch, Rithct & Oo.'s wharf 
oarl^ yesterday morning by the tug Etta 
White, pilot Urquhart boing in charge of 
tho steamship. Sho left San Francisco 
on Saturdaj' last at 4 p.m. and brought 
221 tons 'of goncnil luurchandise and 2G 
passengers for this port. After she was laid 
alongside tho wharf sho Wfts visited by a 
large number of citizens. Sho is ono of 
tho longest vosaoLs, if not ihc longest, 
that has ever entered this harbor and is 
very strongly and8ubst.auti.ally built. Tho 
length of her keel is 28G foot, but over 
all sho measures just 300 feet. Her 
register is 1^102 tons, but her actual carry- 
ing capacity, dead >vpigbt]t is 1900 tons. 
Sho is fitted with powerful double com- 
pound engines, direct. action, ,and is steer- 
ed by jjatont steaui gear. Capt, ii.ayward 
states that the object of bringing her into 
the harbor, outside of the question of hav- 
ing freight on board for tho port, was to 
demonstrate that, assisted by a stoamtug, 
she can enter and coino alongside with 
comparative ease even .at half high tide — a 
fact that has been doubtetl. Ho says that 
should her owners bo awarded tho con- 
tract for carrying tho mails between hero 
and San Francisco sho will at onco bo 
fitted with oxtonsive passenger .accommo- 
dation, Shu loft at 1 p.m, yesterday for 
Nanaimo, for which place sho has a small 
quantity of freight and four passengers 
and, should she meet with no dotontiou, 
will pass down with her usu.al comple- 
ment of Vancouver coal next Sunday 
riiornin?.
